The pages of history which are being written 
in these days and times will record that in 1955, the 
United States of America, once a great and sovereign 
republic, stood at a crossroads. 

There was some dilemma as to which way the 
nation was to turn. 

Its citizens, floundering helplessly, without 
advice, could turn down the path which led to des- 
truction through mobocracy and hero worship, even 
as Oswald Spengler predicted; or the American 
people, denying history the right to repeat itself, 
could take the other road . . the harder one . 
to RIGHT, HONOR AND INTEGRITY AND CON- 
TINUED BUT RESPECTED LEADERSHIP IN WORLD 
AFFAIRS. 

In short, one road leads to destruction . . . 
while the other leads to salvation. 

Yet, who is to tell the people where to go? 

Who is to render the necessary advice? 

The three major radio and television net- 
works? Impossible, due to certain controlling factors 
of the administrative heads of those networks plus 
the Federal law concerning editorialization by sta- 
tion owners. 

The magazines? Out of the question. Their 
past records speak for themselves . 

Thus only the PRESS, the great NEWSPAPER 
INDUSTRY remains as the clarion of victory as in 
years gone by. But what about this great Press? IS 
IT DOFNG ITS DUTY TO THE CITIZENS? Sad to 
say, the American newspaper industry of today is but 
a shadow of its former self. To be certain, it is rich- 
er, better off and perhaps easier to read than ever 
before. Editors all over the nation are doing their 
best to please the people, to make the task of read- 
ing and selling their products easier as the months 
go by. 

Yet, is there the same spirit among editors 
as once in this nation's history? Does the individual 
publisher have a soul which says: "PUT HONESTY 
AND DECENCY ABOVE ALL THINGS. PRINT THE 
TRUTH - THE WHOLE TRUTH - NO MATTER WHO 
IT MAY HELP OR HURT". Is there such a press in this 
country today? Do a majority of the nation's 
editor's print the truth no matter who in high places 
it might offend? 

There comes to mind two somewhat smaller’ 
Southern papers. Holding a complete monopoly in 
their community, these papers ( both owned by the 
same family corporation ) were duty-bound to print 
the truth. 

Indeed, their founder, one of the greatest 
citizens and newspapermen in the history of that 
Bayou state wrote the following masthead so that all 
could see and read without difficulty: “This is an 
independent newspaper. It prints the news impartial- 
ly. It supports what it believes to be right - it op- 
poses what it believes to be wrong without regard to 
party politics." 

However, since his day, things have dras- 
tically changed on the newspapers he founded. No 
longer is the editorial page. . . the real heart 
and soul of any paper . . considered of the great - 
est importance. The “independence” of the papers 
has been replaced by a policy of “kow-towing" to 
“Important” people and influential groups. Partisan 
politicians have been able to pressure the editors in- 
to silence and even have them removed. 

Pressure groups have smeared the editors into 
silence and have succeeded Inhaving them negated, , 
their jobs ruined. 

Thus it happened in a small city in North 
Lovisiana. 

Far too many editors who have endeavored 
to print the truth have been released from thelr pos- 
itions. Too many publishers love the pocketbook 
more than principle, honor and integrity. In the 
face of pressure from the outside ( and the inside ) 
they fall down before the new messiah which de- 
crees their policies, cash and conformity: 

"NO MORE CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECTS",

I have listened with deep emotion to these solemn pro- 
ceedings. My heart is too full for my lips to express adequately 
my thanks and appreciation for the extraordinary honor you 
do me. Even so, I understand full well that this memorial is 
intended to commemorate an epic rather than an individual; 
an armed force, rather than its commander; a nation, rather 
than its servant; an ideal, rather than a personality. 

But this only increases my pride that my name has been 
one chosen as the symbol of an epic struggle in victory by 
millions of unnamed others. é 

It is their heroism, their sacrifice, their’ success, that you 
honor today in so unforgettable a manner. And this statue 
and this park are but the selected reminders of their grandeur. 

Most of them were citizen soldiers, sailors, or airmen; men 
from the farm, from the city, from the schoolroom, from the 
college campus; men not dedicated to the profession of arms;

ingly like the men you see and meet and know each day of 
your life. But men inspired, animated, and ennobled by a 
sublime cause to the defense of their country, of their native 
land, of their very hearthstones. 


Divine impulses Guided Men 

The most divine of all human sentiments and impulses 
guided them, the spirit and the willingness to sacrifice. 

He who dares to die, who lays his life on the altar of his 
nation’s need, is beyond doubt the noblest development of 
mankind. In this he comes closest to the image of his Créator 
who died on the cross that the human soul might live. 

These men were my comrades in arms. With me they knew 
the call of the bugle at reveille, the distant roll of drums at 
nightfall, the endless tramp of marching feet, the incessant 
whine of sniper bullets, the ceaseless rattle of sputtering 
machine guns, the sinister wail of air sirens, the deafening 
blast and crash of bombs, the stealthy stroke of hidden tor- 
pedoes, the aimless lurch of perilous waves, the dark majesty 
of fighting ships, the mad din of battle lines, and all the stench 
and ghastly horror and savage destruction of a stricken area 
of war. 

They suffered hunger and thirst, the broiling sun of relent- 
less heat, the torrential rains of tropical storms, the loneliness 
and utter desolation of jungle trails, the bitterness of separa- 
tion from those they loved and cherished. They went on and 
on and when everything within them seemed to stop and die. 
They grew old in. youth; they burned out in searing minutes 
all that life owed them in tranquil years. 


Knows Glory of Their Death 


When I think of their patience under adversity, of their 
courage under fire, and of their modesty in victory, ' am filled 
with an emotion I cannot express. 

Many of them trod the tragic path of unknown fame that 
led to a stark, white cross on a lonely grave. And from their 
tortured, dying lips, with the dreadful gurgle of the death 
rattle in their throats, always came the same gasping prayer 
that we who were left would go on to victory. 

I do not know the dignity of their birth, but I do know the 
glory of their death. And I am sure a merciful God has taken 
them unto Himself. 

In these troublesome times of confused and bewildered 
international sophistication, let no man misunderstand why 
they did that which they did. These were patriots, pure and 
plain; these were men Who fought and perchance died for 
one reason only—for their country, for America. No complex 
philosophy of world intrigue and conspiracy dominated their 
thoughts. No exploitation or extravagance of propaganda 
dimmed their sensibilities. Just the simple fact that their 
country called them, just the devoted doctrine of Stephen 
Decatur when he said: “My country, may she always be right. 
But, right or wrong, my country.”

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TREATY LAW DANGERS EXPOSED 


U.S. Soldiers Overseas Denied Protection 
Of Constitution By Status of Forces Treaty 


Paul Harvey in a broadcast which was re-printed in the 
Congressional Record of Friday, August 6, 1954 points out the ter- 
rible consequences resulting from treaties that deny our troops over- 
seas the protection of the Constitution while at the same time 
traitors at home can hide under the Fifth Ainendment, 

Here is a part of the broadcast: 

“In Bermuda, Capt, William Powell, of the United States 
Air Force, has been sentenced to jail for two months for “driving 
(a car) without third-party insurance. . * 

Bermuda gets her authority over United States servicemen 
by virtue of an agreement made by President Franklin D, Roose- 
velt without the consent of Congress, 

It is this whole teaty-making authority which should be 
stepped on and stopped by a Constitutional amendment, 

So this Captain Powell violated a law WHICH HE DOES

matically this means he is courtmartialed, He loses all rights as a 
United States serviceman, He is five years away from retirement, 
but faces instead dismissal from the service with no retirement 
benefits whatsoever, And this is the fate of an American who was 
once a member of the Connecticut Legislature, who was shot down 
in Germany in the last war, and was tmprisoned in the Nazis’ no- 
torious dungeons at Buchenwald, And now after this magnificent 


record of service to his country, we’have let the caprice of a for- | 


eign court, send him home, broke, busted, and disgraced,” 

There are more than 400 such cases of our troops being 
sentenced by foreign courts, without benefit of trial by jury, Some 
of these sentences are of the “cruel and unusual punishment” type 
against which our Constitution protects us, 

Another case that Paul Harvey brought to the attention of 
the radio audience concerned two boys in France, They are serv- 
ing five years in a dirty French prison, And for what? They went 
on a little drinking spree and “borrowed” a taxicab, Sure, this 
was a crime, but there was novtrial by jury - only a hostile French 
Court, (At the same time a Frenchman got five years for murder- 
ing an American Soldier! )) 

Many of our ‘men are stationed where Islamic law applies, 
Under Moslem law the touching of stolen food means the loss of the 
hand that steals, I hope none of them try to snitch an apple off 
the stand or get tempted into stealing a chicken,

LEFT-WING LITANY: It is interesting to note how and 
where and when catchwords of the Communist party line pop up

Note the catchwords - “reckless, unfounded charges; ex- 
treme nationalism; hate -mongering” - favorites of the Daily Worker.

assassination,” “witch hunting,” and “book burning” been added, 
the litany would have been almost complete, 


Reckless and unfounded charges by a small group of small 
organizations would hardly seem to call for refutation by a phal- 
anx of so-called “distinguished” Americans, but such concerted 
refutation has been made via the left-wing press, 


SIMPLICITY: Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., says 
the charge that the UN is a nest of Communist spies is not so 
“for the simple reason that there is nothing to spy on at the Unit- 
ed Nations,” How beautifully simple! Presumably, the dele- 
gates, representatives, and employees at UN headquarters are con- 
fined there without means of egress or of contact with anyone on 
the outside! Compounding the insult to American intelligence, 
Mr, Lodge says: “No American citizen employed by the United 
Nations has even been prosecuted for espionage.” That quite a 
number of them escaped such prosecution only by invoking the 
Fifth Amendment when asked whether they were Communists, is 
a fact conveniently ignored by Mr, Lodge. 

Paul G, Hoffman, especially “distinguished” for his con- 
nection with the questionable Committee for .an Effective Con- 
gress, brands as “fantastic” the charge that UNESCO is interfere - 
ing with the curriculum of American school children, He can- 
not deny, however, that the series of UNESCO booklets, “Towards;

Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt answers with characteristic Eleanos- 
ian logic the charge that the UN is promoting world government, 
"If one willreadthe Charter,” says this oracle of left-wing wisdom, 
“it is quite clear that each member nation wishes to keep its sov- 
ereignty,” 

ALSO CLEAR: It is also quite clear, if one will read the en- 
tire Charter, that no matter what each member nation may “wish” 
to do, it cannot keep its sovereignty and at the same time conform
